According to eastern dispatches, 
the parlor car service is to be a f ­ 
fected first. 
R iilr o a d managers, it 
is said, have finally convinced Mr. 
Pullman that his rates are to a large 
extent prohibitive, and the redactions 
will probably amount to fully 50 per 
cent. 
Following this change Pull­ 
man fares will be cut on the Balti­ 
more and Ohio, the Hocking Valley 
and the Ohio Central. 
Some of 
the Southern men are urging that 
reductions be made in their terri­ 
tory also. 
Railroad 
men 
generally, 
who 
know Mr. Pullmaids position on the 
rate question, are not inclined to 
believe 
any reductions 
are to be 
made, and think the rum or started 
from the recent lowering of seat rates 
b Jllf’een Chicago,Cleveland andCin- 
inati. 


May Give Up Pullman Cars. 
Pullman sleeping 
cars, it is un ­ 
derstood from a reliable source, are 
to be taboed bv the new m a n a g e ­ 
ment of the N orthern Pacific sys­ 
tem, and that com pany may cease 
to 
operate 
them wuthin the next 
few weeks. 
T he change is an im po rtan t one, 
and, if made, means that the N o r t h­ 
ern Pacific intends either building 
its 
own 
sleeping 
and parlor car 
equipm ent 
or 
running 
Wagner 
coaches. 
T he contract between the railroad 
com pa n y and the Pullman Palace 
C ar company, which was made ten 
years ago, will terminate 
in O c t o ­ 
ber. 
U n d e r it the T o a d is now o d - 
A 
erating about 
fifty 
Pullman cars. 
In much of this rolling stock the 
N orthern Pacific owns a half in te r­ 
est, and it is stated by a high official 
of the road that it will offer the 
Pullman 
people two propositions, 
either to sell the cars outright or to 
buy 
the 
latter 
company^s 
share 
therein. 
In case the former proposition is 
agreed U) the Northern Pacific will, 
it

believed, construct sleeping 
cars of its own.

Positive statements are made that
